THE EMPIRE CLOCK—Automatic Process Alarm 
HOW IT WORKS 


The outer frame with plug holes is stationary. The inner 
dial marked with numbers indicating minutes revolves. 

The hand or pointer is attached to the inner dial and 
revolves with the inner dial (relative position of hand to 
number on dial always remains the same.) 


HOW TO WORK IT 


Number each of your process kettles and see that you have 
a similarly numbered plug for each kettle. 

Place a plug (with number on it corresponding with number 
on a process kettle which is ready to be timed) in the hole on 
outer frame which happens to be opposite the figure on inner 
dial, which indicates the number of minutes you wish to cook. 

The pointer or hand attached to and travelling with the 
inner dial will reach that plug and set off alarm (electric con- 
nection to gong) in the number of minutes corresponding with 
the number on the inner dial which was opposite that plug 
when it was first inserted. 

Unload kettle which bears same number as the plug—re- 
move plug.

Any ordinary number of kettles may be timed with one 
clock. 

Forget that hands of a clock travel past numbers on a dial— 
The hand of this clock does not. 

Remember that the hand of this clock will always pass a 
point marked on the outer frame opposite a given number on 
the dial in the number of minutes indicated on the dial opposite 
that point, when the point is marked, and you will see that this 
clock is always ready and no figuring necessary, except to put 
in plugs opposite figures which indicate length of process.

The legislative mill continues to grind out state food 
laws conforming to the provisions of the national 
law.

The weekly reports of the commercial agencies de- 


scribe a healthy condition of business. All reports re- 
fer to large sales of seasonable merchandise and an in- 
crease in spring demand. Dun’s review states that 
“Leading manufacturing industries report a steady 
volume of new business, assuring full operation of 
plants far into the future, and maintaining high prices 


for all raw materials. A gratifying steadiness is noted 
in the iron and steel industry.” Bradstreet’s review 
says that “Favorable items are expansion in the grain 
markets, long stagnant, based apparently on better ex- 
port inquiry ; more cheerful advices from south Atlan- 
tic states heretofore reporting trade and collections 
backward ; a decided easing of time money rates with 
a resumption of demand for commercial paper, and 
good reports from the winter wheat crop. Colde1 
weather south has helped retail trade, and that section, 
aside from a few localities, has done well this year, 
having had a next to record cotton crop selling at good 
prices.” Dun’s report on trade in the Chicago district 
says: “The current month‘s settlements, as reflected 
by a largely increased volume of bank exchanges, have 
been exceptionally heavy, and it is a gratifying testi- 
mony to the healthy conditions of business that the 
number of defaults is considerably under those of a 
year ago.”

Canners who are cognizant of the heavy crop losses 
in Illinois, particularly corn, feel very strongly the 
necessity of a larger appropriation for carrying on the 
vastly beneficial work being now done under Prof. 
Forbes, Illinois State Entomologist. The destruction 
of crops, corn being one with which canners are espe- 
cially concerned, causes a loss in value of yield far in 
excess of what is generally supposed. People look on 
with a feeling approaching indifference to the destruc- 
tion by insects of millions of dollars worth of farm 
products year after year. If such a loss occurred 
through other agency it would attract instant and uni- 
versal attention, with the inevitable demand for re- 
form ; but not so with the insect pest, which devastates 
our fields season after season, while but little concern 
is felt. Illinois State Entomologist Forbes is the only 
officer employed to look after the interests of the state, 
not only in the agricultural department but in the 
health department as well, and he has but a paltry $5,- 
0co appropriation for the support of his office. He 
has asked for an increase to $25,000 to enable him to 
cover his ground more thoroughly. He deserves to 
get it, and every corn packer in Illinois should bring 
whatever influence he may possess to bear upon the 
members of the legislature, now in session, to grant 
the increase which Prof. Forbes asks for. The work 
of the State Entomologist is of far greater importance 
than it is generally given credit for being. The public, 
the farmers themselves, have no conception of the ex- 
tent of crop losses caused by insect injury, and THE 
CANNER hopes that Illinois corn packers without ex- 
ception will appeal through personal letter to their 
representatives in the legislature to vote for the in- 
creased appropriation needed to carry on the important 
work of the State Entomologist.

E publish in this issue of THe CANNER the 
program for the annual convention of the can- 
ning and allied associations, to be held at Buf- 
falo, N. Y., February 11th to 16th. The pro- 

gram is subject to minor changes, but it will not be 
changed materially. It is seen to be one of the most 
. interesting programs ever arranged for a canners’ an- 
nual convention, and the fact that the meeting will be 
addressed by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the Bu- 
reau of Chemistry of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the man who is setting in motion the ma- 
chinery for the enforcement of the national pure food 
law, and who is responsible for many of the most im- 
portant provisions of the law itself, and Dr. William 
Frear, chairman of the committee which formulated 
the food standards, is in itself sufficient to attract a 
very large attendance from all parts of the country. 
Dr. Wiley is scheduled to address the convention on 
Wednesday morning, February 13th. The subject of 
his address is not stated, but he is certain to discuss 
such portions of the food law and the rules and regu- 
lations for enforcing it as affect the canning industry. 
No subject has been assigned to Dr. Frear, either, but 
he will discuss, of course, the standards for manufac- 
tured foods. 

Besides the addresses of welcome and the responses 
thereto by officers of the various associations and offi- 
cials and citizens of Buffalo, and the annual addresses 
of the presidents of the associations, a number of other 
very interesting and instructive addresses are sched- 
uled, among them one by Professor E. W. Duckwall of 
the National Canners’ Laboratory, on “Sterilization 
and Hermetically Sealing an Agency for the Preserva- 
tion of Fruits and Vegetables Indefinitely.” Professor 
Duckwall’s scientific attainments are well known to the 
canning industry, and his remarks will undoubtedly 
contain much of a highly instructive character. 

Mr. W. R. Roach, the well known Michigan packer, 
who will address the convention on Tuesday afternoon 
on “The Ideal Contract,” may be expected to handle 
his subject ably, as, besides having a wide experience, 
Mr. Roach is recognized as one of the brainiest and 
most progressive of western packers. 

Samuel F. Haserot of Cleveland, Ohio, president of 
the Haserot Canneries company, operating factories in 
New York state and Ohio, will address the convention 
on the subject of “Sellers’ Guaranty” at the joint meet- 
ing Wednesday morning of all the associations. Prob- 
ably no man in the canning industry is better qualified 
to discuss this subject, which is of especial interest at 
this time, in view of 1907 being the first season under

the new national pure food law, than is Mr. Haserot. 
His treatment of it may confidently be expécted to con- 
tain many valuable suggestions to the packers fortun- 
ate enough to hear him. 

So far as social features are concerned, the Buffalo 
convention promises to set a new record. The “At 
Home” which the Canning Machinery and Supplies 
association will tender the packers on Wednesday even- 
ing, February 13th, will be an event long to be remem- 
bered, while the American Can companys’ theater 
party at the Lyric Theater, Thursday evening, Febru- 
ary 14th, will be a rare evening’s entertainment. 

The machinery exhibit in the Armory will probably 
be more extensive than has been seen at any previous 
convention. The number of exhibitors will be larger, 
while especial interest attaches to several of the ma- 
chines to be exhibited. Secretary John T. Staff of the 
Canning Machinery and Supplies association is now in 
Buffalo and is prepared to answer all inquiries for spe- 
cific information in regard to space, etc. He instructs 
exhibitors to prepay all freight and to ship their ma- 
chinery to their own order, endorsing bill of lading 
over to the Knowlton Warehouse company, Perry and 
Mississippi streets, Buffalo, N. Y., as arrangements 
have been made with this concern to do all the hauling 
to and from the exhibit hall. Secretary Staff also re- 
quests exhibitors shipping goods to kindly use the 
Lackawanna railroad where convenient, on account of 
the Knowlton company having warehouses on this rail- 
road.

Per- 
sons going to the convention should demand a certifi- 
cate receipt from the agent at point of purchase, and 
this receipt, when countersigned at Buffalo, will entitle 
the purchaser to a return trip ticket at one-third the 
amount paid going. Representatives of the railroads 
will be on hand at the Iroquois Hotel, convention head- 
quarters, to sign the certificates. 

The Wabash special train of Pullman sleepers will 
start from the Polk street station, Chicago, Sunday 
afternoon, February toth, arriving at Buffalo, after a 
stop at Niagara Falls, the following morning. This is 
the train for western canners to go on; no extra charge 
will be made to those who take the Special. Full par- 
ticulars are given elsewhere in this issue.

The week in Chicago has been quiet in all lines of 
canned goods, some for the reason that supplies are 
light enough to restrict transactions, and others be- 
cause of the jobbers’ disinclination to buy at present. 
Business on futures has been quiet also, including 
tomatoes. Our advices from Baltimore indicate a 
rather slow market for spot tomatoes, with the major- 
ity of packers steady in their views, though here and 
there a seller is willing to entertain an offer, as one 
expresses it, “at a shade under the asking prices.” Re- 
ports indicate that future business in Baltimore has 
been more active than it was in the preceding week, 
and reports state that the orders came from a wide 
territory. 

An authority at Aberdeen, Md., in discussing toma- 
toes for 1907 packing, says that “After two seasons of 
high prices the latter part of the year, of course the 
buyer can easily suggest that high prices will bring 
forth an acreage of tomatoes heretofore unequalled; a 
little later on, it is always possible for the packers to 
suggest crop failure, season too wet, blight, half-crop 
and various other hair-racking scares. It is not nec- 
essary to examine the books of the concerns who pur- 
chased future tomatoes the past two years to ascer- 
tain their profits and the advisability of their action 
thus taken. It is equally as easy to conjecture the loss 
the packer has experienced by selling future tomatoes 
for the past two seasons at the prevailing prices, but 
since the record of high prices in the last two years 
cannot be erased, it is taking more than conservative 
chances in placing your orders for future tomatoes at 
a price that will barely show a living profit to the 
packer, no matter how much acreage can be put up 
the coming season, no matter how many crop scares 
may be reported; the annual consumption is rapidly 
increasing and the probabilities are that the labor ques- 
tion will be the gauge to prevent the normal pack of 
tomatoes from exceeding supply. In addition to cans, 
labor, raw stock, etc., another increased cost has just 
developed in the 1907 cost of packing—labels have 
been advanced 25 to 33 per cent, according to quantity 
ordered. Figuring conservatively, estimating un- 
known conditions as accurately as possible, it will cost 
from 5 to 7% cents more to pack 3s standard quality 
tomatoes this year than last; besides, increased cost, 
interest and insurance must be considered. With a 
75 to 77%4-cent market last year, the packer who fig- 
ures to pay all his bills must have 85 cents or cut down 
last season’s profits, which was in most cases too small 
to figure, barring the sales made later at higher prices.” 


Tomatoes— 

The call for spot tomatoes has been limited in the 
local market since our last report. A light business 
only has been done. The prices western canners are 
asking for standard tomatoes are somewhat above the 
present views of wholesale distributors. For 1907 
packing, Indiana standard tomatoes, the price gener- 


ally asked is 87%4c per dozen at the factory. Since the 
packers put up the price to 87%4c for No. 3 standards, 
which was done following the announcement of the 
high can prices, the business has been very light. 
Western future standard No. 10 tomatoes are $2.50 
per dozen, factory. Western packers hold their stand- 
ard No. 3s at $1.00 to $1.05 per dozen. According to 
reports on the New York market, jobbers there are not 
favorably inclined to spot standard No. 3 tomatoes at 
92Mc f. o. b., while at the same time holders, as a rule, 
were asking 95c f. 0. b. Future No. 3 Maryland stand- 
ards at 82'%c f. o. b. are reported in small demand, 
though brokers are said to hold orders for large quan- 
tities at 80c, with no sellers at that figure. Baltimore 
is strong on future tomatoes, with active buying, ruling 
prices being: Full standard 2s, 62%4c; 3s, 82%c; gal- 
lons, $2.50. Spots are reported quiet there at 82%c 
for standard 2s, 95¢ for 3s, $3.60 to $3.75 for gallons. 


Corn— 


There has been no selling of future corn in the local 
market this past week so or as we have been able to 
learn, excepting Maine packing. Up to this writing 
only two or three competitors of the Burnham & Mor- 
rill Co., it appears, have met their opening price of 
85c f. o. b., Portland. Opinions differ as to what 
other Maine competitors of the Burnham & Morrill 
Co. will do, but it is the opinion of some in the trade 
that the 85c f. o. b. Portland figure on fancy corn will 
eventually be met by others. However, several other 
large Maine corn canning concerns don’t like Burn- 
ham & Morrill’s price, and want more for their future 
goods, believing that there should be more of an ad- 
vance over the 1906 opening price than 2%c a dozen, 
as it is figured that this difference is more than swal- 
lowed up by the increased cost of packing as compared 
with last season. Western packers are making no 
effort to sell futures, and the jobbing trade do not want 
to buy now. New York advices indicate apparent re- 
luctance on the part of Maine packers to sell futures 
at the prices announced by Burnham & Morrill, and 
it was rumored that some of the more important Maine 
concerns would probably not offer their 1907 packing 
for several weeks yet. 


Peas— 


The demand for future peas keeps up, but sales are 
infrequent, for the reason that practically all the bet- 
ter known western pea canners have withdrawn offer- 
ings of 1907 packing. Spots are in small supply. Re- 
ports from eastern markets indicate a situation very 
similar to that existing in the central west, a scarcity 
of spot stock and a demand for futures, transactions 
being restricted by the scanty offerings. A Baltimore 
advice received the first of the week gave $1.05 as the 
market on standard early Junes. Seconds are sold out 
there. Sifteds were quoted at $1.10 to $1.20; extra 
sifteds at $1.15 to $1.25.

2 standard blackberries, 674%4c; No. 2 blackberries, in 
syrup, 80c; No. 10 standard blackberries, $5.00; No. 2 
standard blueberries, $1.50; No. 10 solid pitted cher- 
ries, $8.00; No. 10 standard gooseberries, $5.75; No. 
10 unpeeled yellow pie peaches, $2.75; No. 2% peeled 
yellow water peaches, $1.40; No. 2% 10-degree syrup, 
$1.60; 20-degree syrup, $1.85; No. to standard pears, 
$2.50; No. 2 black raspberries, in syrup, $1.25; No. 2 
1o-degree strawberries, in syrup, $1.35.

The range of cuts is about Ioc, 
or 75c to 85c per dozen.-In Baltimore stocks of string 
beans are extremely light. Most of the Maryland 
packers report entirely cleaned out. Some string beans, 
however, can be bought at 65c for 2s, 75¢ for 3s.

Michigan No. 3 apples are held now at 7oc per 
dozen. Offerings are limited. New York advices 
note a firm market there, with seeded No, 10s quoted 
at a range of $2.35 to $2.50. 

Pumpkins— 

Pumpkin is quiet in the Chicago market at present, 
with quotations generally 6oc f. o. b. factory for stand- 
ard No. 3, and $2.10 delivered for No. tos. 

Sardines-- 

Domestic sardines are firm on a quiet market. East- 
ern advices say that there was no discussion of prices 
at the meeting of the sardine packers at Boston on 
Friday last. 

Salmon— 

New pack red Alaska salmon is looked for to open 
at an advance of 7%c to 12%4c per dozen over the 1906 
opening. In other words, posted salmon men antici- 
pate an opening price on red Alaska of $1.10 to $1.15 
per dozen, and in no event is it expected that the price 
will be less than $1.10. It is estimated that the higher 
cost of tinplate, boxes and labor will necessitate this 
much of an advance. A $1.10 coast market is pre- 
dicted for spot red Alaska by next summer. Only two 
or three concerns on the coast have any red Alaska left, 
and they are holding firmly, while it is understood that 
a portion of the spot stock is already booked for ship- 
ment to England. All grades of spot salmon are very 
firm, as the scarcity extends to all descriptions. 

Oysters 

The market on cove oysters is strong. Stocks in 
Baltimore are scarce, and it is not believed there can 
be relief from the scarcity of raw stock before spring. 
Quotations on Chesapeake Bay oysters, f. o. b. Balti-

Epitor CANNER: We are certainly getting into good shape 
here, for the approaching packing season has for some weeks 
past, in fact, more or less since the close of last season stocks 
generally have been quietly but surely going out, along ali 
lines; and in some instances at gradu: illy advancing prices; 
so that to-day there is little of last season’s pack being car- 
ried over by the packers, tomatoes excepted, and these, as | 
said last week, are “an unknown quantity.” Baltimore packers 
have seldom seen conditions so favorable at this time of the 
year; and with their clean swept warehouses and a “cool level 
head” from now on to the next packing, they’ will be in good 
shape for the season before them. 

‘Tomatoes! tomatoes! we hear more about these than any- 
thing else just now, and yet there is very little being done in 
them. ‘There appears to be some attempt to “Bull” the market 
here, for early last week and again near the close reports 
were given out that No. 3 standard tomatoes had been 
sold at $1.05; but I don’t think any broker’s contract said 
so. The market is firm and heavy, with but very few of 
1906 goods offering. 

Future tomatoes are also firm, 
plenty of inquiries, and some offers of 80c for No. 3 standards; 
but packers generally refuse to name a price, aa few ex 
ceptions who have accepted 80 or 82Y%c by no means estab- 
lish the market, as packers as a whole are strong on “keep- 
ing quiet.” 

Corn has shown a

little more activity than the previous 
week; notably in the shoe peg varieties, which is graded from 
6oc to 75c f. o. b. Baltimore. There are still some cheap 
grades of Maine style corn at 50c; but good cream corn is 
offered at 60c f. o. b. Baltimore. 

Peas are maintaining their prices, but few 
offering. 

Oysters have been fairly active,

Nearly every reader of THE CANNER is 
“fixed” by the Maine canners for fu- 
ture fancy corn. Well, there is none. Did you ever know the 
time when there was? I think that the time never was and 
never will be, when packers from Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont, New York, Maryland, Illinois, or from any other 
state or territory, made a price that was as unchangeable as 
the laws of the “Medes and Persians.” 

To make my position clearer, I will say that there is an 
“understanding” that the regular price of futtire Maine fancy 
corn, goods of the highest standing—guaranteed strictly pure—

is to be 85c f. o. b. Portland, Me. This year, however, on 
account of a flood of inquiries from all over the country, 
price was made rather earlier than was expected, or, for tha " 
matter, desired by Maine packers. Prices were made lower, 
too, than was expected. The increased cost of packing all 
over the country, applying as much to one section as another, 
would have warranted a goc price, the figure desired in New 
York, but the “die is cast.” It is now up te the trade to cover, 
and I assure the readers of THe CANNER they are doing so, 
and faster than is generally recognized. For a long time sev- 
eral of the best known and largest packers hung back, but I 
think now all are about alike. However, I must say in justice 
to all that prices f. o. b. factory, with the same freight to pay 
as from here, have been a little less in blocks. 

It is to be noted also that the danger of mislabeling corn 
other than Maine as Maine is greater than for some years, 
while I was told by good authority that the words “Maine 
style,” as applied to canned corn, etc., would not be per- 
mitted under the new law. 

However, it is undeniable that the outlook for Maine canned 
goods is the brightest for many years. To be sure the output 
of canned goods, with the exception of sardines, is compara- 
tively small as against that of the larger states, but our pack- 
ers have to rely on quality. Too many safeguards cannot be 
made to protect the trade on this point. 

The number of factories to be run will not be so large as in 
1906, but, so far, I hear of no increase in acreage among those 
left. The margin of profit now is not very tempting. Pack- 
ing of corn is down to an “exact science.” Amateurs soon 
find such to be the fact, and, were it not for the truth of the 
old adage that “fools rush in where angels fear to tread,” 
I should prophecy that business would be better conducted 
along these lines in the future than in the past. There will 
be no overpack of corn in Maine this year—rest assured. The 
demand will be more than usual, while the output cannot be 
increased to any extent, if at all. 

No price has been made on future standard corn, but spot 
can be had at from 60 to 65c f. o. b. Portland. There is very 
little spot fancy at 80c to 82%. Future succotash is quoted 
at 85c and fresh Lima beans at goc, all f. o. b. Portland. 

The demand for clams for future delivery is very active. 
There is a slightly higher price than a year ago, but condi- 
tions warrant even higher figures. No price has been made on 
future lobsters, and there is no need of haste in this, There 
is no trouble to sell all that can be put up. 

Portland has seen the local thermometer 15 below zero this 
last week, and 45 below in the cities in the interior. When it 
is not freezing, it is snowing. INDEX.

In view of the condi- 
which include an active demand for fancy corn, the 
pening price, even at 85¢, is considered favorable and consid- 
erable booking of orders has occurred already. Some business 
on fancy, which had been booked subject to approval of price, 
was immediately confirmed by jobbers. No price on corn 
grading below fancy was named by packers. The opening last 
ye r was 72¥2@822 6c, covering all grades. With this announce- 
ment of opening prices packers are making the guaranty re- 
quired as to quality under the national pure food law. State 
spot standard is steady at 60@62™%c delivered. Southern corn 
is very dull, when it is of ordinary quality. Holders of good 
southern corn are not forcing the market and are waiting 
with much confidence the time when buyers will have to pur- 
chase fresh stocks conforming to the requirements of the pure 
food law. Western corn is quiet. Future state corn is quoted 
at 75c for standard and 85c for fancy goods, which is 5¢ 
higher on both grades than the opening last year. These prices 
apparently do not appeal to buyers. So far as can be learned 
no important contracts have been placed. There is a strong 
attempt to restrict production by discouraging large future 
sales, and it is not believed that there will be any important 
change in these tactics until after the Convention at Buffalo. It 
is believed that the fixing of futures at the high figures quoted 
is done to discourage their liberal sale and that the market 
will be quiet, at least for the time. Until something further 
is known regarding this probability it is likely that little busi- 
ness will be done. At present there is a feeling that the corn 
business ought to be better controlled than it was last year 
and that if something can be done now toward this there will 
be a better market all the season. The poor quality stock 
cannot be packed any longer and sold outside the state of its 
origin, consequently it is necessary to do something which will 
make the business sufficiently profitable to warrant returns 
upon the more expensive stock which will be packed this pose. 
Little business is noted in future tomatoes on the 82% 
f. o. b. factory basis for full standard Maryland 3s. This 
figure, however, still represents the ideas of ‘leading packers 
and it is impossible to escape from the conclusion that as long 
as the present deadlock lasts little business will be done. 
3uyers will not pay over 8o0c f. o. b. factory, which is so 
much below sellers’ ideas that practically no business can be 
done. A few small sales of standard 2s have been made at 
6oc net cash f. o. b. factory, but the sales were made in con- 
junction with standard 3s at 82%c f. o. b. factory. New 
Jersey full standard 3s are quoted freely at 85c f. o. b. factory, 
but buyers show little interest. Western futures are firm at 
goc f. o. b. factory on full standard 3s. Spot goods are a 
shade easy at 87%c. A deterrent factor in the situation is 
said to be the stocks of 1905 packing which are still held and 
which have deteriorated until some of them are under the 
food law ban. The pressure of these goods has a tendency 
to force prices down and keep the market weak. 
Offerings of state pack refugees beans at opening figures are 


less freely made. For future delivery sales are made at $1.60 
for No. 1; No. 2, $1.30; No. 3, $1.00; No. 4, g0c; cut beans, 
8oc. All prices are delivered here. Spot refugees are firm 
and scarce. Prices are held firm and mov ement is restricted. 

Peas are firm and a good deal of inquiry is reported for both 
spot and future goods. Sales are chiefly in small quantities, 
though here and there a buyer secures a moderately liberal! 
quantity. 

Asparagus is firm. No opening price has yet been made on 
California stock for future delivery. Packers are in no hurry, 
neither are they trying to secure any considerable orders sub- 
ject to approval of price when made. 

The principal packers of Maine sardines held a meeting in 
Boston late last week and discussed at some length the possi- 
ble arrangements for the coming season’s pack. It is said, too, 
that the discussion included a proposition to advance prices on 
the unsold balance of last year’s pack. The market has been 
quiet since the latest advance went into effect. Stocks are re- 
ported light. It is said that the total quantity now left in 
packers’ hands is not in excess of 100,000 cases. Futures are 
offered by one interest, but the quotations were made only on 
fancy grades under special labels, and not on a general out- 
put. The figures were not made public. 

Salmon is firmer, with a good jobbing business reported on 
both Alaska red talls and pinks. Spot chinooks in one-pound 
flats are firmly held, with a few offerings quoted, and those 
principally from second hands. Sockeye halves and flats are 
scarce. 

Lobster is firm and scarce, with a sharp upward tendency to 
prices. Flats are quoted a shade higher by practically all 
holders, though it is still possible to buy at the former figures. 

Fruits are firm on all grades, but no important buying in- 
terest is noted. State gallon apples are offered with consid- 
erable liberality at quotations, but buyers are not making large 
purchases at present range of values. No sales of conse- 
quence have been reported the past week. Pineapples are in 
reduced supply and the price is firm. HARLEM. 
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New York, Jan. 28, 1907. 
Only a quiet Fins il interest is noted in 
most lines of dried fruits. Spot seeded raisins are easy at 
934@1o0c for fancy in one-pound cartons. Choice are weak at 
9%c and a little business has been done at 9%c with local 
backing. The views of coast sellers are firm at 9%c f. o. b. for 
fancy coast seeded in one-pound cartons. A few lots of Mus- 
catels are offered for shipment from the coast at 7c for 2s, 
7¥4c for 3s and 8c for 4s, with 25 per cent of 3-crown only 
offered. Seedless Muscatels are held 634¢ and unbleached 
Sultanas at 7c f. o. b. coast. The report of the sale of the 
stock held by the Pacific Coast Seeded Raisin Company is 
now practically confirmed and stocks on the coast are now 
largely in the hands of two interests. There is no buying for 
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local account on the coast. Imported goods are firm, but 
buying at the moment is of a jobbing character. 

Prunes are easy and quiet. Sales have been perhaps half a 
dozen cars during the past three or four days on the basis 
of inside quotations here, but apparently buyers are not dis- 
posed to purchase in a large way. Holders on the coast re- 
main firm in their views with stocks in moderate compass. 
Some call is reported for export and a few sales have been 
made. 

Spot prime apples are fairly steady and the tone of the 
market shows a little improvement, though quotations are un- 
changed. Sales are moderate at 73%4c, though holders, as a 
rule, quote 4c more. Waste and chops are quiet.

Amendments to Regulations as to Meat 
Foods. 


The Secretary of Agriculture, for the purpose of 
preventing the use in interstate and foreign commerce 
of meats and meat food products which are unsound, 
unwholesome, unhealthy, or otherwise unfit for hu- 
man food, under authority.conferred upon him by the 
provisions of the act of Congress approved June 30, 
1906, has issued the following amendments to regula- 
tions 50, 53, 55, 50, 61 and 64, prescribed for the 
transportation in interstate and foreign commerce of 
the carcasses, parts of carcasses, meats and meat foods 
products of cattle, sheep, swine and goats. This 
amendment, which for the purpose of identification is 
designated as amendment No. 8 to B. A. I., Order 
No. 137, is effective on and after February 1, 1907: 

Regulation 50. Paragraph (j) of Regulation 50, as amended 
by Amendments Nos. 4 and 7 to B. A. I. Order No. 137, is 
hereby further amended by changing the wording of the 


proviso (commencing with the seventh line of said paragraph 
as it appears in Amendment No. 4) to read as follows: “Pro- 
vided, That during the months of October, November and 
December, 1906, and January, February, and until March 15, 
1907, shippers who are in possession,” etc. The effect of this 
amendment is to allow until March 15, 1907, to dispose of the 
remaining sweet pickled, dry salted, smoked, and other similar 
meats, lard, lard compounds, etc., which were prepared or 
were in process of a ge prior to October 1, 1906. 

Regulations 53, 55, 56, 61, and 64. The requirement of each 
of the above regnipilone that car numbers and initials shall be 
shown on the various shipping certificates is hereby modified 
to include only carload shipments. On certificates for less 
than carload shipments the car numbers and initials need not 
be shown. ;

The Sanitary Can company held its annual meeting 
at the home office, Fairport, N. Y., January 15, with 
the following results:

It was also voted to increase the 
capital stock. 

The manufacturing facilities of the Sanitary Can 
company will be increased by the establishment this 
season of two additional plants. One of these will be 
located in New Jersey and the other in Indianapolis. 
O. T. Day was appointed manager of the Indianapolis 
factory. 

A very successful year was shown, with the outlook 
for the coming year most encouraging. During the 
past year there has been erected at Fairport a new 
enamelling plant (size of which is to be doubled this 
year), a tin storage warehouse, and machine shop.

Halifax Canners Oppose Label Bill. 


Lobster canners of Nova Scotia oppose the bill re- 
cently introduced in the Canadian Parliament provid- 
ing for government inspection of lobster canneries and 
for labeling cans with the name of the packer and the 
date of packing. The lobster packers propose to de- 
mand a number of important amendments to the bill. 
What they object to is the proposal to compel them to 
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date each can put up. They do not object to putting 
the name of the packer on the can, nor do they object 
to government inspection. 





Death of Major Charles Walker. 

Major Charles Walker, for several years past in the 
brokerage business at Portland, Me., died in that city 
January 25, at the age of seventy-one years. Major 
Walker was formerly connected with the well-known 
wholesale grocery firm of Charles McLaughlin & Co., 
one of the oldest wholesale houses in New England. 

Major Walker was in business in Portland since the 
end of the Civil War, during which he served. He left 
a reputation of the highest, both in civil and military 
life. Major Walker also stood high in the Masonic 
fraternity. 





Extension of the Pure Food Law. 

The National Wholesale Grocers’ association favors, 
according to William C. Breed, its general counsel, an 
extension of the national pure food law to all of the 
states. Mr. Breed, speaking on the subject, said: “The 
law applies directly only to the territories and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia ; it is not the law within the forty-five 
states only in so far as it affects all products brought 
into any given state from another state or foreign 
country. To complete the work undertaken by the na- 
tional government and insure the purity and truthful 
branding of all food and drug products the public 
must look to the legislatures of their respective states 
for appropriate and effective legislation. It is neces- 
sary for a manufacturer doing business in several 
states to have and use on the same product many dif- 
ferent forms of labels, thus increasing greatly the cost 
of doing business:

Modified Dried Fruit Contract. 


The Dried Fruit and Nut Association of New York 
met last Saturday and decided to modify the proposed 
contract with California shippers to give the latter 
representation on the board of arbitration. The board 
handles matters in dispute and its decisions are sup- 
posed to be final. The modification allows shippers to 
choose certain members of the board, which is made 
up entirely of association members, to represent them 
directly. 

The modified form of contract has been forwarded 
to the California shippers for their inspection. It is 
expected to receive their full indorsement. The five- 
day cash discount stands at 14 per cent. 





New Market for Dried and Canned Fruit. 


In the interest of American producers of canned and 
dried fruit and vegetables Consul General Richard 
Guenther of Frankfort gives in translation extracts 
from a German consular report as follows: 

“Egypt imports a considerable quantity of dried 
fruit, of which in the year 1905 the amount so import- 
ed was 21,168,055 kilograms (kilogram, 2 1-5 pounds), 
valued at $1,160,555 in United States currency. This 
fruit was chiefly imported from Turkey, the British 
colonies, and from France, as were also the dried veg- 
etables. In canned and conserved fruits, 2,158,584 kil- 
ograms, valued at $369,210, were imported during said 
year. These were mainly furnished by Great Britain 
and her colonies, France and Turkey. 

“The value of canned and conserved vegetables im- 
ported by Egypt in 1905 was $197,020, France, Italy, 
England and Turkey being the supply sources. Egypt’s 
importation of seeds for kitchen vegetables, fruits, 
flowers and grasses is also steadily increasing. An 
able and energetic canvass conducted in Egypt by 
American fruit exporters ought to secure extensive 
sale for their products.” 
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United States Tin Consumption in 1906. 

The deliveries of tin into American consumption 
during the month of December 1906, are estimated 
at between 3,300 to 3,400 tons, making the total de- 
liveries for the year 1906, 41,200 tons, says the New 
York Journal of Commerce. Continuing, it says that 
“estimating the deliveries on the Pacific coast at 1,600 
tons, we have total consumption in the United States 
for 1906 of 42,800 tons. 

“The shipments from the Straits during December 
are estimated at 5,200 tons, making the total shipments 
for the year 57,120 tons. The shipments from Bolivia 
show an increase of 3,000 tons, from Cornwall, an 
increase from 700 to 1,000 tons, and from Australia 
an increase of 1,000 tons, making the total European 
and American supply tor the year about 93,550 tons, 
and it being estimated that there was a slight decrease 
in Banka Billiton production. But there were also 
shipments to other countries, so the world’s production 
was probably in the neighborhood of 98,000 tons. 

“The world’s consumption was estimated at about 
1,000 tons greater than production, or about 99,000 
tons. 

“The arrivals of tin in the United States during 
December were 4,262 tons, and for the year 1906, 
42,474 tons, and stocks were 2,122 tons, an increase 
of 912 tons during December. The afloats were 2,565 
tons, making total American stocks, 4,687 tons.” 





Climate: Past and Present. 


In the Monthly Weather Review, F. M. Bail argues 
that the popular belief that the climate is changing is 
not supported by an examination of some of the oldest 
records available, such as Angot’s dates of vintage 
days since the fourteenth century, and temperature 
averages at St. Petersburg (since 1743), Philadelphia 
(since 1758), and St. Paul, Minn. (since 1822). Ge- 
ology, on the other hand, teaches us that the climates 
must have changed many times. Mr. Bail discusses 
the general factors which determine climate, with spe- 
cial reference to the changes in the distribution of land 
and sea, changes of elevation, to Croll’s theory, to T. 
C. Chamberlin’s hypothesis that refrigeratoin and gla- 
cial sparks might be due to a depletion of the atmos- 
phere of carbon dioxide, water vapor, and dust parti- 
cles, and to the changes in the winds that would result 
from change in the configuration of the continents.— 
Scientific American. 


Prices of Cans for 1907. 


The Virginia Can company claims to have been the 
pioneer in naming prices for 1907. Almost immedi- 
ately after the close of the season of 1906 its contract 
for tin plate for the coming year was made and a basis 
formed for the prices of cans. 

Of course, it is greatly to the advantage of can man- 
ufacturers to be enabled to begin delivery during the 
early months, and to make this advantage mutual its 
schedule of prices offers an inducement to the packer 
to buy early. Taking June as the medium, a deduction 
of 15 cents per thousand cans was made for each 
month prior to June. This arrangement should be sat- 
isfactory to the packer, as by taking his cans during 
the early months he can more than save interest on 
his money, and at the same time he can be saved the 
trouble of having to receive his cans during the busier 
later months.

We acknowledge with thanks the receipt from E. C. 
Shriner & Co., Baltimore, Md., who are known to 
everybody in the canned goods business, of one of the 
most striking calendars of the year, entitled “Miss Mis- 
chief.” The calendar is about 15 inches wide by about 
36 inches in length. It shows “Miss Mischief” ready 
for a drive, the picture being from the original paint- 
ing by Florence Carlyle and published by the Osborne 
Co. of New York. “Miss Mischief” has slipped her 
red riding-coat over her white summer gown and 
presents a pretty picture as she stands in the hall 
ready to greet the man who comes to take her out, evi- 
dently a jolly, fun-loving, outdoor American girl. 

Florence Carlyle, who painted “Miss Mischief,” was 
born in Canada and studied art in Paris. There she 
worked undér such famous French masters as Jules 
Lefebvre, Robert-Fleury, Bouguereau and Rolshoven. 
Her pictures have been accepted and hung at the Salon 
in Paris and at the Royal Academy in London. After 
her return to Canada the Canadian government award- 
ed her a prize for a canvas submitted in an exhibtion 
held by the government and purchased the picture for 
their gallery.

The annual report was in part: 

“The association’s pack of salmon for the season was about 
30 per cent of the entire Coast pack, as follows: Sockeye, 
40,894 cases; red, 774,608 cases; king, 15,727 cases; cohoe. 
46,625 cases; pink, 146,887 cases; chums, 20,019 cases. Total, 
1,044,760 cases. Salt salmon, 2,005 barrels. The United States, 
Australasian and South American salmon markets have been 
satisfactory throughout the year. The markets of the United 
Kingdom were in excellent condition up to June, when the 
Government disclosures regarding the modes of packing of 
the Chicago meat concerns were published. The British pub- 
lic fallaciously took it for granted that similar methods were 
in vogue im all canneries and almost stopped using canned 
goods of every description, including fish, fruit and vegetables. 
In the past two months these markets have somewhat im- 
proved. All the manufacturers of hermetically sealed goods 
in the United States who put up their products by sanitary 
and cleanly methods have just cause of complaint against the 
Government for making charges of bad packing without dis- 
crimination. Some plan remedying existing evils could have 


easily been devised which would not have seriously injured . 
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innocent manufacturers. The 1906 pack of the association has 
from this cause been sold for at least $250,000 less than it 
would have brought if the good market conditions existing 
last spring had continued, and it will take a long time for 
American canned goods regain the lost ground in the 
British machete. 

“At the time of the great fire there were fifteen vessels of 
the association’s fleet in port, but by great effort were dis- 
patched im ample time for the season’s business. About 14,c00 
boxes of tia plate were burned. and necessitated the loss of one 
ontfit. The losses in the fire included 100,000 cases of 
canned salmon and other material, causing an estimated loss 
of $466,472.79, and other losses of $18,159.06, or a total of 
$484,631.85. Of this loss $402,000 was covered by insurance. 
On the adjusted loss $348,047.17, or 8634 per cent, was col- 
lected in cash. The gross loss, therefore, was approximately 
$130,000, but actually was reduced to $35,000. On May 3! 
the cannery at Kvichak, Alaska, one of the best equipped, was 
burned, entailing a consequential loss of $213,269.55. On June 
15 the messhouse of the cannery at Chignik was burned, caus- 
ing a further loss of $2,605.78. To a large extent the asso- 
ciation carries its own insurance, and has charged its own 
insurance reserve on losses sustained in San Francisco, Alaska 
and else where with $209,293.84. The insurance account at the 
ciose of 1905 showed a reserve of $8,549.28, and.was credited 
with $210,605.79 for the 1906 risks. Notwithstanding the 
heavy losses of the year, this fund shows a balance to its 
credit of $9,861.23. 

“It is estimated but for the canned meat scare the pack of 
1906 would have brought at least $250,000 more than it ulti- 
mately will for this reason. It is believed the English market 
will again prove as remunerative as ever as the facts in re- 
gard to the manner of packing salmon become known. One 
cannery on Cooks Inlet has been rebuilt at a net cost of $30,- 
ooo. In all fifteen Alaska canneries were operated in 1906, 
besides one on Puget Sound. In all $51,368.89 has been spent 
in operating and new improvements in canneries made at a 
cost of $42,507.14. In addition $121,675.92 has been charged 
to depreciation of cannery plants. The fleet has been rein- 
forced by the purchase of the steel bark Abby Palmer and the 
iron bark Star of Bergal at a cost of $120,000. Several small 
launches and two steamers have been sold. Repairs on vessels 
have amounted to $54,393.91, and $84,632.58 charged to depre- 
ciation. The total fleet of the association now numbers nine 
ships, six barks, one barkentine, two schooners, fifty-nine 
steamers and launches, or a total of seventy-seven vessels of 
all classes and dimensions. Besides the property owned on 
the San Antonio estuary at Alameda, thirteen and one-ha!f 
acres adjoining have been purchased at a cost of $53,000. This 
gives 3,800 feet of deep water frontage when the estuary is 
ae Eventually warehouses of the association will be 
located on this site. The condition of the fleet is now in a 
very high state of efficiency.’

‘Universal Liquid Filler 
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The Polk Agitator Processing 
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said, “we now thread the machine with the round 
wire;” or, as Mr. Lang says, “the telegraph wire 
stage of the process commences.” It now passes be- 
tween two rollers, one is groved and the other is flat, 
which produces a “wireless Tell-Everybody solder.” 
The girl operator begins the process of manufacturing 
the solder hemmed cap when she pulls the lever of her 
Never Slip machine, and she has only after that to reg- 
ulate its motions. Swiftly, almost silently, the wire 
passes between the rollers, and emerges a wireless, 
running in the direction of the spiral head. There are 
little trucks over which the wireless tape passes, and 
they serve as guides to the head, from whicli the tape 
emerges in a “V” shape.

A revolution of the machine cuts a curved split ring 
washer which is deposited in a die, and is one of five 
on the revolving turret, and moves rapidly, but with 
mathematical accuracy. The turret now revolves un- 
der the cap dropper, where the caps are nested in a 
tube prepared for the machine, one on top of another. 
The cap now drops on the ring of solder at the same 
time another ring of solder is being cut in the second 
die. 

The next revolution of the turret, the first operative 
punch folds the solder on the bottom of the cap, and 
the second operative punch folds it over on the top, 
and the next motion ejects the cap or finished product 
from the machine, and the same process is continued. 
Each cap is finished exactly like all the others, and 
there can be no possible difference between the caps 
taken from all the wire on the spool. In other words, 
a million caps would be cut with the same mathemat- 
ical accuracy, and without the least loss of material, 
for the machine literally never slips. 

The compactness of the machine is another feature. 
It takes up but little room, not so very much more 
than a sewing machine, and there are comparatively 
few parts considering the work it performs. It is 
strongly built and there are few, if any, of the parts 
likely to wear out, even if constantly used. It works 
very rapidly, and in a most satisfactory manner. 

Mr. Lang said that they had conducted their experi- 
ments in the spirit of Horace Greeley’s remark: “The 
way to know is to find out.” They wanted to know 
how to bring about the results they have at last se- 
cured, and so, without regard to the cost of their in- 


vestigation, they were determined to find out how to 
do it. The process and machine was the result of much 
thought and of long and patient experimenting. It 
was a long time before it passed the preliminary expe- 
rimental stage, and, while each machine constructed 
worked fairly well, there were some points of the 
process not entirely overcome, and they were discard- 
ed, and the fifth and final Never Slip machine was 
made, and will be exhibited at the canners’ convention 
to be held at Buffalo, N. Y., February 11th to 16th. 

Nothing succeeds like success, and the E. M. Lang 
Co, finally did succeed, and the Never Slip machine 
speaks for itself.

The economy consists in the automatic pro- 
duction, which reduces the price and insures absolite 
uniformity and mathematical correctness of amount.” 
The above quotation may be said to be the motto of 
the company under its present management to-day. 





Insects Cause of Heavy Corn Losses. 


BY PROF. STEPHEN A. FORBES, ILLINOIS STATE ENTO- 
MOLOGIST. 

Our most serious crop losses in Illinois in recent 
years, on account of insect injury, have been in corn, 
where they certainly average many millions of dollars 
a year, many of them preventable if what we already 
know were made common property and generally acted 
upon, others in all probability preventable when the 
facts concerning the insects responsible for them are 
fully known and practical economic experiments have 
been worked out to a finish. In the central Illinois 
district, west of here, of which I spoke at our confer- 
ence, the loss of corn due to the three principal root 
pests of that crop must have amounted, according to 
the careful estimates ‘of my most experienced assistant 
in that field, to more than three million dollars. These 
losses are growing from year to year, with the contin- 
uance in corn of so large a part of our agricultural 
area and with the gradual though slow impoverish- 
ment of the soil.

Illinois, I have some very recent information derived 
from an unexpected source. As a part of the work 
of the Natural History Survey of the state in progress 
under my charge, I have undertaken to collect data for 
a careful estimate of the amount and significance of 
the bird lifé of this state with reference to different 
seasons of the year, different parts of the state and dif- 
ferent crops and other kinds of vegetation which may 
be growing at the time. For this purpose I have two 
expert observers in the field, one of whose trips (all 
made on foot) took them across the state from the In- 
diana line to Quincy. Their work requires them to 
make note of the vegetation growing in all the fields 
they cross, and of the distances they travel over each 
crop. In this way I learned that 38 per cent of the 


ground crossed by them on this trip was in corn this 
year, 19% per cent in oats, and about 27 per cent in 
pastures. 
half as much again as the pasture lands. 


That is, the corn was double the oats, and 
If this devo- 
tion to corn is to continue it is absolutely indispensable 
that its insect enemies should be thoroughly mastered. 
Indeed, they will compel a reconstruction of our agri- 
culture within 4 comparatively few years if we do not 
get control of them. 

With reference to the statistics of insect injury con- 
tained in a bulletin of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, which published the results of a very 
careful survey of losses and expenses attributable to 
insects for the whole United States made by one of 
the most experienced and conservative members of 
the staff of the Bureau of Entomology, in that. depart- 
ment, I know the writer very well and am sure that 
he made a fair, intelligent and unbiased judgment on 
the basis of the best evidences that he could obtain. He 
computes, in round numbers, an annual loss to the 
United States, because of insects, of $700,000,000 per 
annum, which is five per cent interest on fourteen bil- 
. lions of dollars.

Reforms Suggested for Canned Goods Packers 


The following are some new leaves which a canned 
goods buyer suggests that the packers turn over: 

“1, Packing canned goods in crates instead of in 
cases. But little is saved, and when the goods are 
shipped by local freight in less than carload lots, the 
classification is raised, a higher rate charged, and the 
jobber is charged with it. 

“2. Putting canned goods in miserably thin and 
poor boxes, so that they sometimes arrive almost in 
bulk, because the boxes are so cheap and poor that they 
will not hold together. 

“3. Putting the labels on their goods as if they 
had been thrown at the cans. Goods should go out 
neatly and tastefully labeled. 

“4. They should see that cases are all properly sten- 
ciled and numbered as requested by buyers and the 
different grades, brands and labels carefully specified 
on the bill and bill of, lading, so that they can be prop- 
erly unloaded, carted and handled. The most annoy- 
ing thing a packer can be guilty of is to mail a bill for 
say ‘2,000 cases of tomatos,’ without further informa- 
tion, except the price and extension of amount. 

“5. A packer should never try to mix with new 
bright goods a lot of rusted cans and cans with spoiled 
labels, trying to work them off that way. It would 
be far better to set the rusty cans aside and have them 
aluminum lacquered or scoured, and then sold, for 
they, in all probability, will cause a rejection of the en- 
tire lot and great expense.” 





Aniline Colors Viewed with Disfavor. 


Dr. A. H. Schultze of the Hills Bros. Co., New 
York, discussing the use of coloring matters under 
the national pure food law, says that “It is evident 
from instructions given to manufacturing confection- 
ers, by their various organization heads, that aniline 
colors are likely to be ruled out as pure food colors 
by the commission. While we admit, at the present 
writing, there is no specific ruling governing colorings 
used in confectioneries and other food products, yet 
the impression has gained considerable strength with- 
in the last thirty days that all the users of colors look 
with distrust upon aniline colors, or their derivatives, 


no matter how harmless it is claimed some are, and for 
that reason are interested in a line of colors, both 
in paste and liquid form, which will comply to any 
possible ruling not in favor of anilines. 

“It appears also, from the many inquiries we have 
had that manufacturing confectioners desire a specific 
guarantee from ourselves, as well as other manufac- 
turers of colors, that these are harmless and not dele- 
terious to health, within the meaning of the Pure 
Food Act. As there are no rules or regulations estab- 
lished governing the use of colors, it is clear to us 
that the free and unlimited use of aniline colors will not 
be the rule, but rare exceptions.” 





Nectarines Variety of Peach. 


The board of United States general appraisers at 
New York decided last week that nectarines are a vari- 
ety of peach and subject to duty at fhe rate of 25 cents 
per bushel. Sgobel & Day, the protestants, claimed 
that the fruit was entitled to free entry under the pro- 
vision for “fruits or berries» green, ripe or dried,” in 
paragraph 559 of the tariff act of 1899. 





Positive Identification of Labels. 


We call the special attention of our readers to the 
advertisement on another page regarding a machine 
recently placed on the market by H. H. Allison of Sac 
City, Ia., for the cutting of labels with a view to their 
positive identification after being placed on the can. 
In view of the regulations, etc., under the new national 
pure food law, a machine of this character should be of 
great interest, as it would seem that some method of 
identifying goods would have to be adopted. 





Kansas Senate Passes Food Bill. 


A pure food bill similar in its provisions to the na- 
tional food law enacted by the last Congress was 
passed by the Kansas Senate last Friday, January 25th. 
The application and enforcement of the new law will 
be under the jurisdiction of the state board of health. 
The law provides that the examination of foods shall 
be made at the state agricultural college, and the ex- 
amination of medicines, drugs, liquors and drinks at 
the state university under the direction of the dean of 
pharmacy.
